Ricstann THe Seconn.—A discovery has 
been made by Mr. Tytler, in the couree of his re- 
searches, regarding the fate of Richard the Se- 
cond, who is commonly supposed to have been 
murdered in Pontefract Castle, by the orders of 
Henry the Vth, in 1399. It is well known, 
however, that the greatest obscurity hung over 
the reported manner of hia death, and that 
Henry's reign wae distarbed by perpetnal re- 
ports of hie being alive, which by all ‘nen his- 
torians, both Engl#h and Scotish, have heen re- 
garded as fabulous, The existence, however, 
of Richard in Scotland, for a long period of 
years after hia reputed death in England, can 
be established by Mr. Tytler, by documents

A writer in a Lonpon paper, calling himself 
a Pryeiciam, enforces his argument against the 
proposed regulations of the Inns of Covrrt, 
respecting the admission of new members, by 
the following statements in regard to the man- 
ner in whieh the rules of the Cotiece of Pur- 
sictans have been enforced: —** When you learn 
that three fourthe of the physicians of London 
are excluded from the College; that the only 
two physicians of London, who have held the 
| highest. scientific honour conferred by this coun- 
try, that of President of the Royal Society, would 
have been excluded from the Co'lege by its 
present laws; that about fifty of the practising 
physicians of London, at this moment, are Fel- 
lows of the Royal Society, though excluded from 
the College; that the only English physician 
elected to be a Member of the National Institute 
of France is excluded from the College; that such 
names as those of Fothergill, Hunter, Beddoes, 
Askew, Saunders, and in our own times Blane, 
Babington, Prout, Roget, Armstrong, and a host 
of others, well known to and highly esteemed 
by the public have been excluded; that the 
greatest ornament to the science of medicine 
this country ever produced, the glory and boast 
of his own age and all succeeding gencrations, 
the liberal benefactor to the College itself, the 
| immortal Harvey, would have been excluded by 
the present enactments of the College; when you 
learn that while a few attorneys of merit have 
been called to the bar, a multitude of apotheca- 
ries have been admitted physicians by this much 
praised system, and those too not by any means 
generally deserving that honour; you may per- 
haps think right te advise the Benchers of the 
Temple to adhere to a sys'em which, though not 
perfect, has at all events been productive of 
peace and concord, rather than adventure on 
one which is unwise in its institution, seldom fair 
in its application, and has involved a liberal and 
learned profession in tumults and commotions, 
which have degraded them in the eyes of the pub- 
lie, and even made them deepicable in their own. 
{am in habits of daily intercourse, and the most 
friendly communications, with the greater num- 
ber of the Fellows of the College; and I am 
proud to say, that there are very few of the 
number to whom individually I could not confide 
with ease and safety any thing in which my ho- 
nour and interests were concerned, however 
strofg the inducement might be to violate the 
trust; but so powerful is party and Corporation 
spirit, that there is hardly one of them in whom 
I dare place the smattest refiance in his corpo- 
rate capacity.

To a lofty panegyric on the genius of the cele- 
brated Watt, the editor of the CaLeponran 
Mercury tacks the following tribute to a dis-

Stein had the goodness to present us with a bot- 
tle of this spirit which had been manufactured 
only ten\days before, and having occasion to 
dine the same day where a party of 30 gentle- 
men were assembled, we gave Mr. Barry our

performers; and, perhaps, a little toa sort of 
growing disrelish of theatrical entertainments 
(which, whether it be owing to the two latter 
causes or not, has certainly been observed for 
some years.)—The two most obvious causes, 
however, are, indisputably, their greatly increas- 
ed sue and high price of admisson, added to 
the powerful opposition they experience from 
the numerous minor theatres 

Until the late reign (with the exception of 
the numerous playhouses which existed before 
the Restoration) there were never more than 
three winter theatres in London—-Drury-lane, 
or the King’s Theatre; the Duke's Theatre, firat 
in Bear-yard, and afterwards in Dorset-gardens; 
and, subsequently, the Portugal-street Theatre 
{now Spode's pottery), Lincoln's-Inn-fields.— 
Goodman's-fields’ Theatre, which brought out 
Garrick, had only a short career, and never as- 
sumed the rank of a Theatre Royal; and, when 
Covent-garden Theatre opened im 1731, the 
Scagdl nest Theatre became disused, or only 
occasionally pied for musical performances. 
The minor theatres of those days were little 
better than puppet-shows. 

This paucity of houses, with their small sizes 
and price of admission, joned them to be 
aiways filled; and for acting we must not make 
a comparison. On the contention between the 
managers and the public as to taking half price, 
in ¥763, the latter complained that they had 
been admitted to the boxes for 4s. 6d., to wit- 
ness plays performed by Booth, Wilkes, Cibber, 
Dogget, Norris, Penkethman, Johnson, Griffin, 
Porter, and Oren te hana they were =<

Ia 1775, Drury-lane, though it had a dozen 
years before been i ved by lengthening the 
stage, enlarging the es and pit, and rebuild- 
ing the galleries, is described as little superior 
toanold barn. The raising of the ceiling at 
that time to 12 feet, the removal of the side 
boxes and <a. others supported by shan 
pillars, with the opening of hew <r tot 
boxes and to the theatre from Brydges-street, 
seem to have entitled it to that approbation it 
received till the rebuilding in 1794——but it was 
still a small and modest building: it then ae 
sumed those gigantie dimensions and increased 
gtandeur of establishment which were subse. 
quently transferred to Covent-garden Theatre,

between the old and new theatres at thie period, 
it will be sufficient to mention a few particulars 
of each. 

The theatre in the Haymarket: appears to 
have been re-erected by John Potter, who leased 
the King’s Head lan of John and Thomas Moor, 
ata fine of 200/, in 1720. On this site he 
erected the theatre for 1000/, and expended 500/ 
for scenes, dresses, &c. The prices were, boxes 
4s, pit 2s 6d, and gallery 1s 6d. Lincoln’s-Inn 
Theatre, Portugal street, on its re-opening in 
1723, with the pantomime of Harlequin Dr.

We 
read, in 1700, of the Great Room in York-build- 
ings, where benefits were appointed, March 20, 
for Mra. Lladeon and Mr. Williams. A month 
later a concert was held at the theatre in Dor- 


set-gardens, with the curious accompaniment of 


a sword fight between ‘a master of the noble 
science of defence,’’ as he styled himeelf, and a 
Welchman, An anniversary celebration of mu- 
sic was held on St. Cecilia's Day, the same year, 
at Stationers’ Hall, by a society of gentlemen; 
but whether those amateurs performed them- 
selves,or hired performers, does not appear; and 
in 1702 Mr. Pawlet had a great dancing-room 
near Dowgate, Thamos-street, whither the gay 
were invited to a ‘'Consert’’ produced by vie- 
lins, hautboys, and a trumpet, with singing. 
The admission was 1s. 6d. 

As the taste for concerts was then les, so 
was the encouragement given to theatricals 
greater. It was not confined to the playhouses, 
but even extended to the great Law Societies, 
for as late as February 1718, the two Temples 
gave grand entertainments in their Halls to the 
Lord Chancellor and many of the Nobility; 
when the very appropriate comedy of The 
Chances was performed within the greater Hall 
by the comedians of Drury-lane Theatre; and 
the same kind of amusements were repeated in 
1734, when Love for Love was represented in 
the Inner Temple Hall by the Haymarket Com- 
pany, who received £50 for their exertions. 
The Lord Chancellor and all the Dignitaries of 
the Law were present; and fronting the tempo- 
rary stage which was erected was a gallery for 
100 ladies, who, with the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Cumberland, and many Noblemen, 
witnessed the performance. 

The presence of Royalty contributed, in this 
and frequent other instances, then and after- 
wards, to give a fashionable celebrity to the 
theatres, which, for want of it, have now for 
several years continued tolanguish. George II. 
when Prince of Wales, and during his father's 
absence in Germany, was a continual frequenter 
of them, as well as when he afterwards came to 
the Crown; and their late Majesties, in their 
younger days, are well kno-vn to have gone to 
them weekly. The King learnt recitation un- 
der the great actor Quin, and often, when a 
boy, performed privately at Leicester House, 
which may somewhat account for his partiality 
for the stage: his father, Frederick, was not 
less partial, and when a boy—on attending a

A CHAPTER ON TROUT. 
“ This sober sport becomes the gentle mind."’ 


This beautiful fish is the most attractive to 
the skilful angler of any of the finny tribe, and 
to take one of an uncommon size, forms an 
epoch in the history of a true sportaman. Those 
improvements, however, which even in old 
Leatherstocking’s time began to be so destruc- 
tive to game in the ‘‘clearings,’’ have rendered 
this fish very scarce, where, in our school-boy 
days, they were found in abundance. Even at 
Sandwich, the very paradise of trout, ‘*the mo- 
narch of the brook”’ is more difficult of access 
than formerly; and t you may, with a kt- 
tle patience, fill a basket of the ordinary size, 
you will rarely encounter a two or three poun- 
der, to exercise your skill upon in landing, in 
spite of the struggles of the beautiful victim to 
the angle. 

Still, if the angler wishes for genuine sport, 
we would commend him to the tutelage of John 
Trout, (provided he keeps him sober) and if he 
desires the most wholesome living, the best 
cooking, and the heartiest welcome that any 
Inn in the country can afford, to the attentions 
of Capt. Tom. Ssift, of Sandwich. With a rod 
and a gun, there is no such any as blue devils 
or dyspepsia in his atmosphere during the sum- 
mer months, unless it chance to rain, as the 
boys say, pitchforks point downwards; and even 
then, should you have failed in killing any thing 
above a four ounce fish, you may be amused 
wit ants of prodigious trouts caught by 
your more fortunate predecessors upon a single 
one of which, according to a most veracious 
tradition, a whole Court Martial, on a certain 
occasion, dined to surfeiting. In fact you may 
even yet, in spite of modern degeneracy con- 
ed with every thing in the sporting line, say 
of Sandwich, as Daniel does at the end of all 
his chapters upon the lakes and rivers of Scot- 
land and England, ‘the angler that repairs to 
the brooks of Sandwich will ever find them 
pay ample tribute to his skill."’ 

The same might once have been said of the 
brooks of our own Narragansett; the excellence 
of whose trout, at an early period, attracted the 
admiration even of the pious and Rev. Dr. Macs- 
paran; but those days are gone by, and a pound 
trout in those waters is now about as rare as a 
whale in our river. 

Speaking of large trout we cannot refrain 
from mtroducing the following extract from a 
recent English paper, which will excite the at- 
tention of the lovers of the angle more than the 
best Russian victory that lying bulletins can in- 
vent: — 

**On Saturday (in the month of June) a gen- 
tleman of Whitehaven, says the Carlisle Journal, 
while fly fishing from the bank of Ennerdale 
Lake, caught a trout, that measured 28 inches 
inglength, and weighed upwards of 7 1-2 lbs.,

Daniel, in his Rural Sports, tells some fish 
stories, which we nevertheless are constrained 
to beheve. Ile says, ‘*the biggest trout ever 
known to have been caught in the south, witha 
minnow, was by Mr. Howell, of Cateaton street, 
at Hambleton Lock, 1755, which weighed six- 
teen pounds.’’ Daniel himself asserts, that in 
1794 he caught one near Richmond Bridge that 
weighed ten pounds and a half, and im 1795 Mr 
Jones spesred a trout, (the cruel monster!) near 
Cook's Ferry, in the rver Lea, which weighed 
filteen pounds, and was the largest ever taken 
from that river. The samme writer relates, asa 
remarkable fact, that a gentleman, anghog 
with one minnow bait in the river Cochen, m 
1803, had two trouts took the bait at the same 
time, both of which he killed

Isaac Walton mentions the Fordawich Trout, 
taken in the River Stour, of which only one in- 
stance is known of its being caught by the an- 
gle. It is said to be delicious eating. One 
weighing twenty-six Ibs. and of a most beautiful 
cclor, was taken with a net, in December, 
1797, They grow to a large size. 

There are found in our northern lakes"a ape- 
cies of very large trout, though they are proba- 
bly either the Salmon Trout, or perhaps Sal- 
mon Smelts, that have been to the sea, and re- 
turned to the fresh water in'the summer, We 
have heard stories of immense trout taken in 
the rivers of Nova Scotia, which weat confirma- 
tion before they are committed to the care of 
the future historian. There is also a tradition 
among use, that the lamented Dr. Eddy, whose 
saill in the angle was only excelled by hie skill 
with the knife, once took out of a brook, near 
Tiverton, in thie state, a trout weighing over 6 
pounds. It is, however, much easier to collect 
exaggerations than facts connected with fish ato- 
ries, and the eager eye of the angler always 
magnifies the size of his fish, unless he carefully 
subjects him to the ordeal of the scale. It 
moreover a notorious fact that anglers always 
lose the biggest fish. Old John Trout will 
show you the covert of one which he has hook- 
ed regularly for the last four or five seasons, but 


be a seven pound trout! 

There must be one of these seven pound trout 
at Sammy Carmans’ mill-tale, at Fire- Place, (L. 
1.) and another at what is called the Purvis 
hole in the Creek. We have often heard from 
the mouths of sportsmen, who frequent these 
places, of their having struck a terrible bi 
trout, which took off their hook and double gut 
leader in the twinkling of ap eye. 

Experiments have been tried to increase the 
size of trouts, by feeding them in ponds. An 
English gentioman ascertained that in four er 
five years they arc at their full growth, which 
in some was thirty inches, and in ethers of the 
same age much less. The difference in the size 
of trout found in the same brook, is secounted 
for by the supposition that through all of the 
same species, their size is effected by that of the 
fish of which they are the spawn. It has further 
been tested, that after five years, trouts kept in 
ponds continue without alteration for three 
years, and that in two years after, the body be- 
gan to waste and the fish soon died; thus mak- 
ing nine or ten years the term of their existence. 
It s believed, however, that those having access 
to the salt water, live much longer and grow 
larger. 

A gentleman connected with the Mesars. 
Robinson & Co.'s Button Factory, in Attle- 
borough, has for a year or two past collected a 
number of trout in a small pond, where they 
feed freely, and are frantly i ing in 
size. Some few of them, we believe, have reach. 
ed nearly two pounds, though these were of con- 
siderable size when taken. The gentleman al- 
luded to, should he ti their preservation 
for several years, may make observations upon 
this interesting fish, which may be valuable in 
connexion with the experiments which agricultu- 
ral societies are endeavouring to promote, to 
test the practicability of improving fish by keep- 
ing them in ponds.
